In an interview on Sunday 
Night Soccer on radio 985 
FM, Owens stated that he felt 
the time was right. “I think it 
is time for me to go,” he said.

“T haven't been to 
Malaysia for a long time now

Owens was of course refer- 
ring to the horror run of 
injuries he endured over sev-

As @ 16 year old he burst 
onto the NSL scene with the 
now defunct Newcastle 
Breakers. From the Breakers 
he moved Sydney Olympic 
and then back to Newcastle 
with Newcastle United, mak- 
ing over 100 NSL appear- 
ances in total. 

Most recently the 25 year 
old Owens was at Sydney 
‘Olympic again, but this time 
around the club found itselfin 
the NSW Premier League. 

“It was very very tough 
and very frustrating for me,” 
he told listeners about his 
Tong injury riddled period. “It 
has been a really long time 
and I'v had about three oper- 
ations now, 

“However, I wouldn't be 
where I am if I'd given up 
which I was inclined to do a 
Jong time ago, I'm glad 
though that I've stuck with it, 

“T was thrown into the 
spotlight when I was 16 and 
there was a time when I left 
‘Newcastle for Olympic that I 
thought it was a backward 


step. 

“Tn the end it was a really 
‘good step for me and I played 
with the Australian [Young 
Socceroos] side, but after that 
is where everything started to 
go wrong. I copped the 
injuries and was away from 
the game for a long time.” 

‘Owens represented the 
Young Socceroos at the 
Under 20 World Cup in 
Argentina in 2001. In that 
tournament he scored two of 
‘Australia’s three goals.
